Possibly there may still be some truth in 
this belief, but there is not so much truth in 
it as there was a few years back. Anyone 
who has paid a visit to the machinery ex- 
hibits at the Paris Exhibition must 
nize to what a high degree of excellence me- 
chanical and technical skill attained, 
only in America, but Germany 
France.

THE FACTORY AS AN ELEMENT IN SOCIAL 


By Carroll D. Wright, U. 


The question of the factory life in its 
bearing on the community is the subject 
op which I am briefly to address you. It 


is not my province nor am L expected 


to speak of the economic influences re- 


sulting from the establishment of the fac- 


tory system, nor of the factory as applied 


specifically to the manufaciure of textiles. 
The textile factory, however, is the sym- 
bol of the factory system, and whether as 


such it is an element in social life is a 


question which, it seems to me, is well 


worth earnest and sincere discussion. 
A superficial study of the factory in al 
most any community leads to the conclu 


sion that it has a deteriorating influence 


upon the operative as well as the popula- 


tion surrounding it, but this is only the 


superficial view. You gentlemen are per- 


fectly familiar with the deeper, underly 


ing ethical aspects of the question. 


Thirty years before I began the in 


ugo, 


vestigation of social and economic con 


ditions, I very naturally adopted the su 


perficial view, but as my investigations 


proceeded, and as I studied the real rela- 


| tion of the factory to common, every-day 


life, I was obliged to change my atti- 
tude. It is only natural that this super- 
ficial view should obtain in the popular 
mind, Almost every writer, certainly 


with rare exceptions, adopts the view that 
the factory has been beneficial in a purely 
conomic sense. Few are ready to adopt 
the idea that the factory has been of it- 
self

The latter view results from a super- 
ficial study, as I have said, and also from 
an inverted vision. The glamor which 


surrounded the factory in the early days
